Senator Burnam of Madison county 
has introduced a bill providing for a 
vote on the question of amending the 
constitution that each bona-fide house- 
keeper shall have $350 worth of land, 
dwelling or appurtenances exempt 
from taxation. This will likely prove 
a very popular bill, for what the aver- 
age property owner ’oves above every- 
thing else is to escape as much taxa- 
tion as possible. As a matter of fact, 
though, such a law would greatly en- 
courage thousands of renters to pur- 
chase homes. 

* * * 

At every session of the legislature 
from 600 to 900 bills are introduced, 
and the author of each bill makes 
, “heap talk" about his bi’l being the 
most important one of all for the peo- 
ple, but as a rule not over one out cf 
; five of these bills ever gets beyond 
Us second reading, and only about one- 
! tc-nth of thorn become laws. Over 200 
j have already been introduced this ses- 
sion the tides of the most important 
! being as follows: 

Bill making it a penitentiary offense 
to kill fish with dynamite or other ex- 
plosive. 

Bill requiring railroads to carry 
adnit passengers at two cents per mile 
and one cent per mile for children un- 
der twelve ytars of age. 

Bill to repeal the registration law 
so far as It applies to fifth and sixth- 
class towns. 

Bill providing that property cf non- 
residents in the hands of a trust com- 
pany or trustee shall pay taxes at the 
home of the owner and not at the 
home of the trustee. 

Bill appropriating $75,000 for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a 
slate tuberculosis sanatorium. 

Bill appropriating $460,000 to com- 
plete and furnish the new stateliouse 
and $50,000 for a new mansion for the 
governor. 

Bill to prohibit the playing of basn- 
bal! on Sunday. 

Bill to add the words “manufactured 
articles" and “fire insurance premium 
rates” to the statute on “pools, trusts 
and consp' 'acies.” 

Bill repealing the law requiring reg- 
istration certificates to be issued. 

BUI to prohibit the use of paris 
green or other poisons on growing to- 
! bacco and to regulate the sale of parts 
green. 

Bill to prohibit the dealing in fu- 
tures or on margins on stocks and 
bonds. (Aimed to kill the bucket shoi 
evil.) 

Bill making an assignment of wages 
or salary illegal unless accepted in 
writing by the employer. 

Bill creating county boards of educa- 
tion with power to build aud maintain 
schoolhouses and employ teachers. 

Bill providing for heavy fines for the 
operation of poolrooms and prohibitin' 
telephone and telegraph companies 
from furnishing them information as 
to horse races. 

Bill to prevent the manufacture and 
sale of impure or deieterious foods or 
drugs in this state. 

Bill to create a board of bank exam- 
iners and providing for a periodical 
examination of ail state banks. 

Bill to prohibit betting in any form 
on the racetracks in this state. 

Bill to amend the insurance laws so 
that fire insurance companies may b' 
organized with $30,000 capital stoc"' 
This is done to permit small r com- 
panies to organize to take the insur- 
ance on tobacco that has recently been 
cancelled by the big Eastern compa- 
nies. 

Bill to allow pay to jurors who are 
summoned but not accepted on the 
panel. 

Bill to increase the salary of circuit 
judges to $5,000. 

Bill substituting electrocution for 
hanging of condemned criminals, the 
electrocution to take place in one of 
the penitentiaries. 

Bill permitting farmers to pool their 
crops and authorizing them to employ 
agents to sell the pooled crops for - 
them. 

Bill to prevent the importation of 
strike-breakers into this state. 

Of course ail the authors of th« 
above bills are busy electioneering 
with other legislators trying to pledge 
enough votes to pass his pet bill, and 
there are lo*s of “disinterested” lobby 
ists on hand to boost certain bills and 
to delay and defeat others, but these 
politicians' promises are of the pie- 
crust variety — easily broken — and 
many of these bills will never pass 
either branch of the legislature. All 
of which reminded a legislator who 
has had some experience, of an apt 
story.
